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Delegation 
speaks in support 
of Miki program

Two residents and former mayor Brian Wittal 
spoke to council on Tuesday, Dec. 10 in support of 
the Miki Town student and cultural exchange pro¬ 
gram, speaking highly of the program and the oppor¬ 
tunities that come with it. 

Lee Hammond, who is also an RCMP officer cur¬ 
rently working out of Hobbema, had a couple chil¬ 
dren who went through the student exchange pro¬ 
gram, and he said it is difficult to put a dollar value 
on the program. 

“But what I look at is the impact on our youth in 
the community and how that makes these kids more 
accepting to different cultures," Hammond said to 
council. 

“And we need to do that - we need to show our 
kids to accept different cultures." 

Because his kids are not going to be involved in the 
program anymore due to their ages, he could easily 
dismiss the program, he added. 

“But it’s not the case. I would even fully support 
paying and helping for kids that can’t afford to go. I'd 
like to see the town put in money for the kids whose 
parents can’t afford it.” 

When the Japanese students come to town, they 
visit Westglen School, mainly spending time with 
grade 7 and 8 classes, and he said the atmosphere of 
the school changes for the better. 

“It’s amazing to see them play together and learn. 
I think we’d be doing ourselves a huge iryustice in 
getting rid of this program,” he noted. 

“It’s not a huge cost and I think it’s a very valid 
program to keep going." 

Braden Overwater participated in the program as 
a student, visiting Japan, and his family has hosted 
many students over the years as well, he said. 

“It’s really an amazing experience that can’t be 
paralleled,” said Overwater, mentioning the minimal 
to low number of youth progranrs available in town. 

“When I heard the town was considering cutting 
another youth program. .1 was appalled. It’s really an 
experience that you can’t put a price on.” 

Although the town sends officials to visit with Miki 
Town officials and discuss economic opportunities 
and build relationships, the town has also facilitated 
the student exchange program, which Chinook’s 
Edge School Division has not had a hand in, accord¬ 
ing to officials. 

Hammond said because it’s a community event 
when the town hosts delegates during their time 
here, and there are often a couple hundred people in 
attendance when the dinner is hosted at the memo¬ 
rial complex. 

He added he has also met people from town at 
these events that he did not know before. 

“It does bring the conununity together in a big way. 
You’re always going to have people say they don’t 
have kids or any interest in the program...but you 
can’t look at everything as dollars - you've gotta see 
how it benefits the community as a whole.”

Overwater noted that because not many people are 
involved in either the exchange program or in partici¬ 
pating, they don’t see the impact directly. 

He added town officials could raise awareness of 
the program through something like a Miki Town 
awareness week. 

Former mayor Brian Wittal said it started out 
as a community exchange, not just a student 
exchange, and for the first year, Miki Town’s 


council even paid $5,000 towards Didsbury’s 
students trip there. 

He said it will be a struggle to keep the program 
consistent if the tow r n office wasn’t involved with 
it, as staff are familiar with the program and how it 
works. 

There's also some economic development potential 
tied to the program, though there is no guarantee 
that it will lead anywhere, he added.

Martin said because 
of her quick action, 
firefighters only had 
to do some salvage 
and overhaul work to 
ensure the fire was out 
and would stay out. 

“She put out most of 
the fire. She did a great 
job...especially with 
that location, it could 
have become some¬ 
thing worse, so that 
was really great.” 

He said people who 
were already on scene 
did the right thing, 
ensuring the van was 
away from the fuel 
pumps and extinguish¬ 
ing the msyority of the 
blaze. 

“We could not have 
asked for anything bet¬ 
ter. They did every¬ 
thing right,” he noted. 

“Because that fire 
extinguisher was there 
and because they took 
the initiative to use it, 
they made something 
that could have been a 
bigger situation quite 
small, and they took 
care of the hazard right 
away.” 

Five firefighters 
came out to the inci¬ 
dent with a command 
truck and a fire engine, 
and a second team was 
on standby, ready to 
rush over if they were 
needed, he added. 

The man whose van 
caught fire was not 
able to comment, but 
his friend Mohammed 
Nikzad, whom the man 
was visiting in town, 
said that they had 
just been visiting at 
Nikzad’s residence in 
West hill Place. 

“And he was out here 
in the town to get some 
stuff for himself," said 
Nikzad. 

“He just filled up on 
gas and tried to drive 
away then all of a sud¬ 
den the car just caught 
on fire in the back."

Now that the Tri- 
Community Transit 
(TCT) pilot project will 
be ending on Dec. 31, 
Didsbury residents will 
have to find an alter¬ 
native route to get to 
Calgary. 

Although Carstairs 
will likely be continu¬ 
ing its transportation 
system directly through 
the Rockyview Regional 
Handibus Society 
(RRHS), Didsbury’s 
municipal councillors 
do not seem to support 
the idea because of low 
ridership as well as the 
money that would be 
involved in subsidizing 
the program. 

A delegation of past 
TCT users made a pre¬ 
sentation to council last 
Tuesday, Dec. 10, say¬ 
ing that total ridership, 
counting each round t rip 
as two one-way trips, 
was 165 in 2012, and 
was M9 in 2013, from 
January to September.

Violence prevention a 
worthy community 
goal 

A newly released provincial strategy aimed at 
reducing family violence includes plans aimed spe¬ 
cifically at rural Alberta - while at the same time 
encouraging all residents to take an active role in 
protecting vulnerable community members. 

The Family Violence Hurts Everyone: A Framework 
to End Fanuly Violence in Alberta document was 
released following public consultation under a multi¬ 
stakeholder taskforce headed by Sandra Jansen, the 
associate minister of family and community safety. 

If it ends up working as 
taskforce officials hope it 
will, this new framework will 
go a long way to making all 
Alberta communities safer 
and more fanuly friendly. 

The framework sets out 
government plans for address¬ 
ing domestic violence over 
the next decade It includes 
five strategic priorities to 
strengthen prevention and 
increase community input. 

One strategic priority specif¬ 
ically outlines plans for non- 
urban communities where 
“special attention should be 
paid to rural and remote areas as these are tradition¬ 
ally underserved in terms of available resources." 

Those plans include the following: 

• Support local leadership and networks in rural 
and remote communities to prevent and respond to 
family violence by investing in local family violence 
prevention plans. 

• Design a provincial workplace strategy to prevent 
family violence by working with a cross-section of 
Alberta employers, government and family violence 
experts. 

• Work with conununity networks and post-sec¬ 
ondary schools and researchers to host conferences, 
think-tanks and knowledge mobilization events to 
support the role of academics, practitioners, policy¬ 
makers and communities to advance family violence 
prevention throughout Alberta. 

• Implement ongoing fanuly violence prevention 
training and cultural competencies for government 
workers, first responders, agencies working with 
children and youth and community agencies working 
in family violence prevention. 

Another strategic priority calls for the promotion 
of family and community safety through “policy, leg¬ 
islation and public engagement.” 

Plans under that strategy include the following: 

• Provide resources to community-based organiza¬ 
tions to support complementary social media cam¬ 
paigns at the local level. 

• Develop a multi-layered, integrated social engage¬ 
ment framework designed to create an environment 
that promotes healthy and respectful relationships. 

“Family violence affects us all - and there are 
no simple solutions to this complex and pervasive 
issue," said Minister Jansen. “It is costly; the human 
costs attributed to family violence are immeasurable, 
as the impacts last a lifetime. 

“It strains our public systems - health, policy, 
justice and social services all carry the burden. 
However, family violence is preventable." 

Minister Jansen is right, domestic violence has 
negatively impacted far too many communities for 
far too long. Hopefully, 2014 will see things start to 
take a turn for the better, thanks in part to this new 
framework.

Bill 46 will help create balanced budget

Alberta’s government finally got 
it. There is no hope of a balanced 
budget in this province unless our 
government manages to control 
the spiralling costs of its govern¬ 
ment employees. 

According to data obtained 
by the Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation (CTF) from Statistics 
Canada, the average weekly earn¬ 
ings of Alberta’s provincial gov¬ 
ernment employees have skyrock¬ 
eted by 17 per cent in just the 
last five years. Add to this the 
government’s own data showing 
that the average core provincial 
government employee costs tax¬ 
payers an average $120,000 a year 
in salaries, wages and benefits. 

While there are many deserv¬ 
ing and hard-working members 
of the Alberta Union of Public 
Employees (AUPE), its leadership 
hasn’t grasped the seriousness of 
the province’s fiscal situation. 

Rather than work with the gov¬ 
ernment to address the very seri¬ 
ous problems with the costs of 
public sector employee compen¬ 
sation, they walked away from the 
negotiating table. 

And so the government did 
what few would have expected: 
they got tough. The government 
introduced Bill 45 and Bill 46, 
which should end any illusions 
about where they stand. 

It’s doubtful that Premier 
Redford and Finance Minister 
Doug Homer were spoiling for 
a fight with a constituency that 
many consider essential to their 
electoral coalition. But if Premier 
Redford is to have even a prayer 
of a chance of going into the next 
election with a balanced budget - 


let alone meet her promise to do 
so before March 31 of 2014 - then 
she and the finance minister had 
to make a choice. 

Bill 46, a.k.a the Public Sector 
Salary Restraint Act is the govern¬ 
ment’s response to AUPE walking 
away from negotiations. In the 
event that AUPE fails to come 
back to the table and strike a 
deal, the bill will legislate one in 
its place. It will provide no raise 
in the first year, a lump sum pay¬ 
out of $875 for most employees 
in year two, and provide one per 
cent compounding raises in years 
three and four. 

It’s not quite hardball consider¬ 
ing the generous state of affairs 
described above. When Ralph 
Klein won the premier’s chair on 
a promise to wage war on the defi¬ 
cit, he negotiated a five per cent 
rollback in government wages 
and benefits. 

The deal proposed in Bill 46 is a 
far cry from this, but it is nonethe¬ 
less a serious attempt at holding 
the line on government employee 
compensation while the private 
sector catches up. 

When the government and its 
unions fail to reach a deal, it 
traditionally goes to binding arbi¬ 
tration. Unfortunately, arbitration 
in the province has a bad history 
of awarding above-inflation sakiry 
increases, even in times of reces¬ 
sion and deficits. There is no good 
reason for anyone but our elected 
legislators having the final say on 
the province’s budget . 

A reasonable compromise 
might have been to amend the 
legislation governing binding arbi¬ 
tration to reflect the fiscal realities 
of the province. Arbiters in the 
private sector generally do not 


award raises when a company is 
hemorrhaging money or is unprof¬ 
itable. Similarly, arbiters should 
be required to consider the ability 
of the government and taxpayers 
to pay within the current revenue 
and spending framework when 
they impose an agreement. Jim 
Wilson, an Ontario MPP has put 
forward a private member’s bill 
that would do just this in Ontario. 

Bill 45 (the Public Sector 
Services Continuation Act) is Bill 
46’s little brother. It modernizes 
existing penalties for illegal, wild¬ 
cat strikes and from now on, gov¬ 
ernment unions that strike ille¬ 
gally will be forced to compensate 
taxpayers by paying into a civil 
liability fund. 

Bill 45 makes threatening a 
wildcat strike illegal, and this 
is where things get a bit sticky. 
Union members have legitimate 
concerns about the effect of this 
portion of the bill on their free¬ 
dom of speech. However, the fines 
were last set in 1993 and they 
undoubtedly needed to be beefed 
up. 

There is always the chance that 
bills 45 and 46 are a ruse meant to 
draw AUPE back to the table and 
accept a more generous deal. Sort 
of like being offered the choice 
of Buckley’s cough medicine or 
Flintstones Vitamins. 

Even if this is the government’s 
line in the sand, we should be 
under no illusions that these mea¬ 
sures on their own will balance 
the budget or stop Alberta’s piling 
on debt, but they are a neces¬ 
sity if the government is to even 
attempt.

It was the Celts who 
first decorated trees to 
celebrate the winter sol¬ 
stice on December 24. 
The tree they chose to 
decorate with various 
flow- ers and fruits, how¬ 
ever, was the spruce. It 
was in Alsace, in 1521, 
that the fir tree was 
first chosen to celebrate 
Christmas. But, rather 
than the whole tree, 
it was the freshly-cut 
branches that were the 
most appreciated, filling 
the thatched cottages 
with their scent. About 
20 years later, in the 
town of Selestat, Alsace, 


the entire tree started to 
be used for Christmas 
celebrations. 

However, the Catholic 
Church still considered 
this a pagan ritual and so 
it was mainly Protestants 
vho continued to hon¬ 


our this custom. It was 
only during the XIX cen¬ 
tury that the tradition 
of the Christmas tree 
spread rapidly through¬ 
out Europe and across 
the Atlantic to North 
America

Holly has been used 
since the days of the 
early Pagans as a deco¬ 
ration for midwinter 
festivities, when it was 
brought into homes to 
keep evil spirits away. 

The ancient Romans 
also believed that 
holly prickles drove 
away evil spirits, and 
it held a place of honor 
at December festivals 
dedicated to the god 
Saturn. 

To avoid persecu¬ 
tion during the Roman 
pagan Saturnalia fes¬ 
tival, early Christians 
would participate in 
the tradition of hang¬ 
ing evil-repelling holly 
on their homes to 
appear like the masses. 
Eventually as the num¬ 
ber of Christians grew, 
the tradition became 
less of a pagan one 
and more associated 
with Christians and 
Christ mils. 

Some people have 
inferred that holly and 
its prickly edges is 
symbolic of the crown 
of thorns Jesus wore 
at his crucifixion, with 
the red berries repre¬ 
senting blood.
